PAY TOUR TAXES? 

It seemo that many people 
consider they are confcrrin r a 
great favor on someoio whe i 
they pay their taxes on farm a 
t nd homes. Just who do they 
think they are treating so nic¬ 
ely when these taxes are paid? 
It would he well for those who 
have then minds made up that 
they won’t pa v taxes to consider 
r few things, and probably a 
little straight talk would he a 
good thing. 

It is legrettable that from 
statement- made by Premier 
Aberhart and others of the 
Government officials some peo¬ 
ple have inferred they do not 
need to pay thpir taxes, and 
that the Government is going to 
release them from all th se bui 
dens of taxation and other lev¬ 
ies. We doubt very much if 
rny such was e\>*r intended in 
these statements, and, in the 
meantime, what will towns and 
municipalities finance on? \Vhi T 
everyone appreciates the 1 urden 
that taxes have c oated during 
recent years, we have not yet 
heard of anyone who wanted 
our schools clorfcd, or the High 
School closed or other public 
services dispensed with Mr. 
Council and School Hoard by 
inq educati n from Raymond’s 
rahool, and and you do not fc^l 
like paying youi taxes, why 
don’t you co-oporato with t’ nn 
taxpayer, if our child is receiv 
taking your child out of school? 
If everyone who claims not to 


want to pay taxes would do this 
then t\\} school staff could he 
l educed, and probably the oper¬ 
ating costs reduced to the point 
where those v ho feel like pay¬ 
ing could carry it. 

Seriously now, you are anx-

In most cases ninety por cent 
of the people who eventually 
bought his produce were in re¬ 
ceipt of less salary than him¬ 
self. They paid 22 times the 
amount that it cost our reader 
to produce the vegetables.

Every one who has tubercul 
osis got the infection from 
some other person who had 
tuberculosis. Therefore, if eve y 
person who ha a tuberculosis is 
scrupllousl u clean and careful 
and makes sure that anything 
that he coughs up, any sputum 
is burned or otherwise destroy.

People who work in 
Sanitariums for Tuberculosis 
a e safe,, fom infection than 
anyone else, because the prec¬ 
autions taken in such a Sanitar 
ium are perfect and no one 
eets th e infection of tuberculos¬ 
is there* 

We have told the people all 
thiq and they have taken it 
well, altough since 1882 there 
have been some people who only 
half unde-stood these fa's. 
They got the idea that tuber¬ 
culosis wa s transmissible and 
their minds stopped :u that 
point and so they were afraid 
of the person who had tuber¬ 
culosis ard were sometimes 
cruel to him. Do not be afraid 
of the clean rnd careful rerr.nn 
who has tuberculosis. IN is rafe 
The only one to hi afraid of is 
the i *:rson who has tuberculosis 
and does not know it o,* won’t 
admit it an 1 so will not take 
any precautions. He should be 
examined by the best modern 
methods to ascertain whether 
he has tuberculosis or not and 
if he has^ he should go to a 
Sanitarium so that he can 
learn how to cure and protect 
himself, and then protect other 
people when he is well enough 
to come home again.

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WEEKLY LETTER 

WINTER REMINDERS FOR 
THE BEE YARD 

All colonie s of bees are fed 
and in winte r packing for their 
period of rest at the Experim¬ 
ental Station bee yard. The 
honey flow in most localities 
Wag good this season and so 
the bees who have worked 
bo well deserve plenty of food 
stores, wa r m insulations initheir 
winter coverings and a dry 
windproof roof over their heads 

Snow drifting over colonies 
dojais not as a rule harm them 
during winter but at the 
Station the banked snow is 
cleared off colonies especially 
the front immediately when 
the snow starts to melt. Each 
colony ig visited after storms 
md snow, ice and dead bees are 
c’cared from the entrances as 
this accumulation may fill up 
the opening and smother the 
bees. Entrances mry be cleaned 
readily with a fairly stiff wire 
h swing a L-shape bend G n (he 
end- 

One of (fie great pcy.tg to 
outside wintering of colonies is 
mice. This is the lime of reason 
when Mr. and Mrs. Mouse are 
planning and locating their 
winter home s 0 colony entrances 
arc reduced so that mice can¬ 
not enter. Good preventative** 
against mice are the scattering 
of poisoned grain in with (he 
packing material and around tlie 
hivci .entrance, or fastening 
piece s of broken queen exclud¬ 
ers, or half inch m, 2 sh wire 
ove|< the outlets. 

In some localities skunks do 
damage to colonies by scratch¬ 
ing at the entrance an 1 killing 

and eating the bees a* they 

.■ 


come out to guard the hive. 
Or,r skunk ca n do considerable 
towards lowering the strngtJh 
of a colony in one warm night 
so care i s taken to destroy 
them as soon as they are found 
bothering colonies. 

As the weather this fall has 
bee n unusually open and mild 
beginners may be in doubt 
about th/jir bees having suffic¬ 
ient stores. If the colony is isol 
ated and not within flight dist 
dnpe of neighbours' bees it 
would be all right to set 
out a dish of sugar syrup in 
a sunny plage some warm day. 
Put a handful of straw in a 
dish ion pail and pour about 
one quart of syrup on it. This 
amount will be readily taken up 
by one or two colonies in a day. 
Consideiable trouble lias been 
reported from wax moths dest 
roying conibs where the combs 
have 1^-jen stored in a frost free 
location- Storing the combs 
where they are subjected to 
sub! zero weath^i we believe 
has guarded our combs against 
this pest. The Bee Division of 
the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, .eport that no wax 
moths developed after affected 
combs w v2 re stored in a temper- 
ature 35 degrees below freez¬ 
ing. 

If the beekeeper has unfilled 
sections ot comb honey a good 
wa v to utilize them we have 
found i s to extract the honey 
and dust. During the next 
'honey 1 low theqa extracted 
combs may be placed in the 
pound section supers as bait to 
induce the boas to more readily 
enter and occupy the supers.
